ie Melbourne wins 4-2 on a penalties 


Melbourne Victory has advanced to the pre-sea- 
son cup’s fifth place playoff after a hard-fought 4- 
2 penalty shootout victory over Queensland Roar 
at Epping Stadium on Friday night. 

With the scores locked at 0-Q after 120 minutes of 
play, Victory ‘keeper Michael Theoklitos, in only 
his second outing of the tournament, proved to be 
the match-winner, making stunning saves from Roar 
captain Chad Gibson and Steve Fitzsimmons, reviv- 
ing memories of his shootout heroics for Bulleen in 
the 2004 VPL decider. 

Repaying Emie Merrick’s faith in him, Rodrigo Var- 
gas performed in sublime fashion as he led the back 
line, rarely seeming troubled against the vastly more 
experienced opposition, while Sasa Ognenovski 
played admirably on his return to Epping Stadium, in 
a night where the opposing defences stood steadfast 
and defiant. 

Dominating the games early stages, Alessandro made 
Queensland hearts flutter after seven minutes as his 
strike from the edge of the area flew perilously wide 
of Liam Reddy’s goal. 

And when a stunning Simon Story strike cannoned 
off the crossbar in the best chance of the match in 
the 18th minute, it looked as if the Victory would run 
away with the match. 

But the Roar soon crowded the midfield, dealing with 
Melbourne's predictable yet frequent forward move- 
ments with relative ease. 

While the media had focused primarily on the ex- 
ploits of Melbourne’s much-vaunted Brazilians in the 
season’s lead up, it was new recruit Grant Brebner 
who proved most influential, marshalling the midfield 
from deep. 

A product of Manchester United’s youth academy, 
the ex-Dundee United player’s hard nosed approach 
and probing passing caused Queensland’s rearguard 


numerous problems, with the star seeming to be Mel- 
‘1 


bourne’s most likely attacking threat. 

Storey, used sporadically by Ernie Merrick last sea- 
son, was also among Victory’s best early,scombin- 
ing well with forwards Daniel Allsopp and Archie 
Thompson. 

With the half entering its dying stages, Queensland 
began to take control of the game, as diminutive mid- 
fielder Massimo Murdocca started to dictate play. 
Hyuk-Su Seo’s wide range of passing provided for- 
mer Celtic forward Simon Lynch plenty of posses- 
sion, but againsta resolute Melbourne defence, Lynch 
Was stifled of space and opportunity while teammate 
Ante Milicie looked lost and struggled for pace. 
Failing to translate its possession dominance to the 
scoreboard, Roar was consigned to long-range efforts 
at goal with Matt McKay tind Seo providing the most

noteworthy attempts. 

Substituted on following a lacklustre performance by 
former Guarini forward Fred, Kristian Sarkies' injec- 
tion into the Melbourne attack early in the second 
half ignited a late renaissanc 
‘The Socceroo squad member's entry also coincided 
with an end to Melbourne’s constant attempts to pen- 
trate Miron Blieberg’s defence with the monotonous 
long ball. 

Beginning to exploit the Roar down the wings, Ales- 
sandro’s under-utilised dribbling ability came to the 
fore in the second stanza, as his incisive and flashy 
runs on the flank caused headaches for Andrew Plick- 
er and Ben Griffin. 

Playing with the sole attacker up front, Queensland 
seemed decidedly uninspiring throughout the sec- 
‘ond period as Socceroo squad member Matt McKay 
failed to impress, 

However, forced into using a makeshift midfield an- 
chored by Ognenovski following the substitutions of 
Murdocca and Daniel Vidosic, Queensland’s lack of 
creative flair was justifiable. 

Bleiberg later acknowledged the gaff, stating that he 
had not realised the game would enter extra time if 
the scores were locked after 90 minutes. 
“L was very surprised to see a pre-season game go to 
extra time, I don’t know if you noticed, but I made 
all my subs in the second half. Alf of a sudden it was

extra time and I was extremely surprised,” said Blei- 
berg. 

Mid-way through the half, a Sarkies free kigk was 
nodded just wide by a rather subdued Archie Thomp- 
son, before Rodrigo Vargas headed high in the final 
chance of normal time. 

With scoring chances proving to be a rare commod- 
ity, Muscat found an opening on the edge of the area, 
only to push his shot wide in the only chance of extra 
time, before Theoklitos saved the day with a sterling 
‘keeping display in a rather hollow penalty shootout, 
Victory coach Emie Merrick lauded his team’s de- 
fensive performance after the match, in what wa 
Victory’s first clean sheet of the A-League Pre-Sea- 
son Cup. 

Merrick said, “It was a very good effort by the boys, 
We attacked today but they played a very defensive 
game. It was hard to create opportunities, but our 
backline gave away nothing, 

“The boys, organisation-wise, were very solid. Rod- 
dy had them well organised, and the two centre backs 
in front of Roddy did a great job. Last year, those are 
the sorts of games we'd throw away in the last five or 
ten minutes,” he said.

‘The Central Coast Mariners will play Adelaide 
United in the final of the A-League Pre-Season Cup 
after producing a come-from-behind 2-1 win over a 
10-man Newcastle Jets outfit in a spiteful encounter 
at Bluetongue Stadium, Gosford. 

Two penalties, one red card and 10 yellow cards were 
given in the fiery local derby in front of 7567 spectators 
in a match of two distinct halves. 

Neweastle started the game full of running and had the 
better of the opening stanza, creating plenty of opportu- 
nities on the back of exciting attacking midfielder Nick 
Carle. 

The Jets were able to convert the pressure into a goal in 
the 25th minute when Mark Bridge slipped a great ball 
through to forward partner Vaughan Coyeny who slotted 
home a convincing strike to leave Central Coast keeper 
Danny Vukovie with no chance. 

Neweastle were unlucky not to go two-up in the 36th 
minute when Carle curled a lovely free kick from the 
edge of the penalty area only for Vukovic to swat away 
the shot as it appeared to be going into the net. 

Down the other end, Mariners midfielder Damien Brown 
Went agonisingly close to levelling the scores in the 
40th minute when his left-footed half volley was tumed 
around the outside post by Jets keeper Ben Kennedy and 
the Newcastle went to the break holding a 1-0 lead, 


But the game was turned on its head just after half time 
when Newcastle was reduced to 10 men when defender 
Shane Webb, making his first appearance for the club 
after being signed to a short-term deal during the week, 
brought down Mariners striker Adam Kwasnik in the 
penalty area. :

A late goal from Stuart Young has given the Perth

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From Russia With Love 


“It is a long way from the quiet streets of Altona 
Meadows to the heart of Europe. But for 18-year- 
old soccer star Amy Jackson, Russia is the destina- 
tion of her dream to compete at the 2006 under 20 
women’s World Cup this month. 

Jackson, winner of the Don Deeble Award for 2005- 
06, is the sole Victorian representative in a team na- 
tional team of 21, with most players emanating from 
New South Wales and Queensland. 

Buthome state differences will turn into national green 
and gold pride when the World Cup begins on 17 Au- 
gust in Russia. 

With only days remaining until the first ball is kicked, 
Jackson is raring to go. 

“['m just really excited about it. I'm ready to go,” she 
said. 

“It’s going to be a once in a lifetime experience.” 
Jackson recently retumed from a training camp in 
Bundaberg, where the Australian team was put through 
its paces for the final time before making the trip to 
Europe. 

It was an intense week-long camp which included 
up to three training sessions each day, with practice 
matches in between. 

“It was hectic. I think they were trying to replicate 
what they did with the Socceroos, training really hard 
and then tapering off when the competition gets clos- 
er,” Jackson said. 

But on her return to Melbourne Jackson continued to 
work hard, linking with the Victorian Institute of Sport 
for extra skills and fitness work ahead of her biggest 
individual challenge to date. 

Jackson was informed of her spot in the final squad 
just before the Bundaberg camp, ending a nervous wait 
from when the Australians qualified for the World Cup 
earlier this year. 

“The day I found out was very nerve-wracking, but 
when the call came I was ecstatic,” she said. 

Jackson had become an integral part of the history- 
making qualification by being part of the first Austra~ 
lian under 20 team to contest the World Cup by quali- 
fying through the Asian Confederation, 

‘The Young Matildas defeated Japan 3-2 in a thrilling 
playoff to decide the third and final place for the Cup. 
Overall, Jackson was pleased with het output through- 
out the qualification process, despite less than expect- 
ed game time, 

“When I was put on I think I did the job I had to do,

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Steve McClaren has made his first significant decisions as 
England’s manager “evolution not revolution” is his battle 
cry. He has introduced a new assistant manager, named a new 
captain and, controversially, left England’s ex-captain absent 
from his first squad selection. 

Terry Venables was unveiled as the new assistant manager. Ven- 
ables was England coach between 1994 and 1996 and took them 
to the semi-finals of Euro 96. His skill in analysis, coaching and 
motivation resulted in some of England’s best ever performances, 
including a famous 4-1 demolition of Holland. However, Ven- 
ables’ business dealings offered a constant distraction and he had 
to resign from the England position. While he might not be the 
most popular face amongst the FA, almost every player to have 
worked with him speaks highly of his ability and effectiveness. He 
will provide McClaren with the benefit of his knowledge and his 
presence and charisma will help re-ignited patriotic pride. 

The new captaincy has been hotly debated with John Terry and 
Steven Gerrard as the main candidates. Terry has been named as 
captain, while Gerrard given the as the vice-captaincy. Terry is 
a great choice as the England captain, as he is for as a winning 
captain for Chelsea. Terry is always visibly vocal and has the ad- 
vantage of being able to see the game’s bigger picture from centre- 
half position. : 

Tremember when John Terry debuted for England in 2003 against 
Serbia and Montenegro. I was in a London pub and tuned to my 
drinking partner and bet him 20 pounds that Terry would captain 
England one day.

Ten minutes as captain at the 
end of a game was not quite what either of us had envisaged as the 
bet. I offered double or quits of Terry becoming Beckham’s per- 
manent replacement, but he wisely tumed it down and paid up. 
The biggest stance by McClaren and probably the most controver- 
sial is dropping David Beckham from his first squad. McClaren 
stated that he was dropped because he was too slow, and England 
is now looking for quicker wide players who can go past defend- 
ers. Stewart Downing, Aaron Lennon, Kieran Richardson and 
Shaun Wright-Phillips have been named as the England wingers 
in the new squad. McClaren denied that the Beckham decision is 
not just to underline the difference between Sven-Goran Eriksson. 
and himself. But there was no doubt that Beckham’s special status 
was hindering the development of the team, He didn’t have a very 
good World Cup but not many of the squad did. Beckham, how- 
ever, is not a bad player. His form for Real Madrid is consistently 
good. To drop him from the squad seems a little extreme. 

I was not enthused by McClaren’s appointment as England Man- 
ager but he’s made a couple of key decisions with Venables and 
Terry that can only be good for England. Beckham may not be 
England's number one midfielder but is certainly in the top ten and 
worthy of a chance to fight for his position.

George Stogiannou goes behind the scenes to unearth the truth about the sacking of former Kingston coach George Katsakis 


Gcorge Katsakis and John Grezos used to enjoy playing 
the occasional game of backgammon together in the days 
before they formed a successful football association, as 
senior conch and Chief Executive Officer at Kingston 
City soccer club, After the eyents of the weekend of the 
23rd of July, when Kingston became the tenth Premier 
League club to change coaches in season 2006, the two 
men are unlikely to meet for another friendly game of 
backgammon, at least not in the foreseeable future. 

(On the Friday night of that particular weekend, Kingston 
ere hoping to halt an indifferent run of form in which the 
south-east suburban team had won just one game out of its 
last seven, a 2-0 win over bottom side Frankston Pines. 
Instead, they crashed 4-0 to visitors Heidelberg United, one 
of their worst defeats under coach Katsakis, who had taken

A short time later, in the club social room, where players 
and members gather after each match for a drink and a feed, 
the only Kingston player to venture inside, was keeper Da- 
vid Zilie, In the comer, Grezos and Margaritis were meet- 
ing with coach Katsakis and discussing various options. 
Katsakis and Grezos give different versions of what hap- 
pened in the club social room that Friday night. 

The way Katsakis tells it, he offered to fall on his sword, 
Which he did but only briefly. 

* For the good of the club and maybe for the results, 1 
said to them { Grezos and Margaritis) ‘I think I should be 
resigning,’ So I resigned on the spot. Then 10-15 minutes 
later, John Grezos said to me, ‘Look, I really don’t think 
you should be resigning, there are only five games to go. 
‘We made a promise to you that you'd be here till the end of 
the senson,’ He then said to me, ‘Shake my hand, look me in 
the eyes and tell me you'll be here till the end of the year.” 
“Which I did, 1 reassessed and thought about it and agreed 
to stay till the end of the year, This happened Friday mid- 
night. Sunday, he [Grezos] rang me and basically said we 
need to terminate your services, you're no longer required 
ag coach of the seniors. Over the phone.” 

Asked why he thought Grezos had changed his tune over 
the course of the weekend, Katsakis speculates, “ He'd 
probably spoken to another coach. He didn’t haye another 
coach as yet or maybe they hadn’t agreed on terms. Once 
they’d called it a deal, he [Grezos] then thought, now that 


T’ye gota coach, I may as well go back on my word or tell 
[ George] what I need to tell him.” 

Katsakis doesn’t hide his disappointment with Grezos. 
“When I shake somebody's hand, I don’tneed to signa con- 
tract, For me to go away on Friday night thinking that I’m 
staying on, that P’Il finish the season off here, and Ill give it 
my best, 100 percent, and then someone to tum around and 
do whst they did to me, it’s just not loyal.” 

Grezos did ring ex-Altona coach Ken Murphy around 
4.00pm.on Sunday to sound him out about taking over as 
senior coach at Kingston, just prior to ringing Katsakis. 
However he takes umbrage with Katsakis’s comments 
about a lack of loyalty. 

‘When asked for a response to Katsakis’s statement about 
loyalty, Grezos replies, 

“In answer to the comment, we've got to decide what loy- 
alty means. My company { Landmark Homes] has finan- 
cially supported the club in excess of $ 120,000 this year. 
‘There’s not too many sponsors in the Premier League with 
120 grand, I’ve heard a lot of promises from George in the 
Jast 10 weeks. “Things would chapge, things would get bet- 
ter, things will happen.’ Unfortunately for George he hasn't 
delivered what he was supposed to do or what he believed 
he could do... Now what do you do when your club’s losing 
the crowds due to the team losing points? 

“People have lost faith in George. Home fans were scream- 
ing from behind the fence saying he’s making the wrong 
decisions. And all this was leading to a situation where 
George was getting more confused. The things he was try- 
ing, weren’t working for him,” Grezos says. 

The truth can be elusive. People’s memories of an event, 
and the circumstances surrounding it, can be very selective, 
especially when they are in a heightened emotional state, 
We may never know the whole truth of what went on that 
Friday night. 

But what about the handshake? According to Grezos, coach 
Katsakis approached him shortly after their initial discus- 
sion, and said, “ Let's forget what we said and shake hands. 
T've got a proposition to offer you.” 

The proposition centred around the club’s financial posi- 
tion, and involved a suggestion for saving costs. Whether 
Grezos felt Katsakis was trying to deflect attention from 
on-field matters, or simply not getting the point, isn’t clear, 
however he wasn't happy with the proposition and told Kat- 
sakis that he would need to consider it over the weekend. 
Besides, he felt it was an inappropriate time and place to be 
offering and accepting resignations, He then said, * Thank 
you very much George. Let's go and have a drink and shake 
hands.” Which they did. “ But that was it on the night,” 
adds Grezos, 

Katsakis claims that he'd been feeling under pressure from 
Grezos to leave as early as round 12 when Kingston were 
in second spot. He also believes that Grezos made the deci- 
sion to sack him on his own. “I know it wasn'ta committee 
decision, Apparently he made the decision on his own and 
I've got a letter to confirm that, It’s a letter of termination 
giving him the authority to do that. I received the letter on 
Monday tunch time, that I was formally sacked.” 

“A lot of people forget that there’s a President and a com-" 
mittee in place, Decisions should be made democratically. 
It shouldn't be about money,” says Katsakis. 

Again Grezos goes on the front foot to counter such claims 
by saying that the committee urged him to get rid of the

“LET wasn’t there and it was left up to the rest of the commit- 
tee, George would have been gone eight weeks ago,. There 
is a document signed by 13-14 committee niembers who 
held an extraordinary meeting in my office eight weeks ago,

and they said to me, * Getrid of him now because we're not 
going to make the finals.” 

Because of my influence with the team and members, +told 
them to give George a chance, to find a way to work. And 
of course after eight weeks, instead of going forward, we're 
‘going backwards, They said to me, ‘Wake up Grezos, what 
are you doing?” Then I had to make a decision.” 

However, when it came to the actual decision to sack the 
coach, Grezos only informed his committee after he had 
called Katsakis to tell him he was no longer required, That 
Sunday evening, Grezos addressed a hastily convened 
meeting of 16 committee members and explained his rec- 
‘ommendation and what he'd told George. According to 
Grez0s, he also asked for their support and“ 16 out of the 
16 members, supported the idea that we need a change.” 
When asked if he informed the committee on the night who 
the new coach would be, Grezos replied, “ They asked me 
what would be the alternative. I said, the alternative is we 
need to discuss the position with another coach, who T had 
discussion on the phone with. Do you have any objection 
{o that? The answer was no. They actually said, ‘We don’t 
have much choice. There’s not many coaches who’ ll4ake 
the team in the last five games." 

Despite the claims and counter claims of both men, the un- 
deniable fact at the heart of the matter is Kingston's slump 


* in form after such a promising start to their inaugural Pre- 


mier League season. 
Both men agree that the injury list is a major factor, Kat- 
sakis reels off a list of names, “ Tolios, Johnny Pappas, Di 
mitisras, Latinopoulos, Xiaobin. I could keep going.” 


~ But according to both men there were other factors as well, 


and again they point the finger at each other. 
According to Katsakis, Grezos, in his role as Football 
‘Operations Manager, was-an unsettling influence on team’ 
unity. “ In terms of soccer, it was a case of not seeing eye to 
eye....I was told to release players I didn’t want to release. 
I was told to play players I didn’t want to play...He'd have 
his belief-and I'd have mine, but at the end of the day, the 
decision was to be mine. But no doubt it brought a lot of 
‘unsettlement within the team.” 

Katsakis believes that another unsettling influence arose 
because five or six players are associated with Grezos out- 
side the club through their work with Grezos’s building 
company, Landmark Homes. “ You know what it's like ata 
lunch time, you'll sit there, you'll speak to people, you're 
in the same environment, you'll talk about soccer, you'll 
touch on the coaching, on the players. When this happens 
you know it’s going to unsettle the change room... because 
John’s told me this, George’s told me that and we started to 
create a bit of havoc and uncertainty as to who does what 
and when.” 

Grezos’s reponse to this claim, shows his skill at tuming de- 
fense into attack. He explains that what Katsakis overlooks 
in his criticism, is the important role his company played 
in persuading many of these “name” players to a small, 
unproven club such as Kingston, According to Grezos, the 
successful negotiations were largely due to the fact that 
acpumber of these players had strong family connections 


with the building industry and they were able to enter into 
sub-contract arrangements with Landmark. He’s talking 
about Curcija, Dilorio, Kiratzoglou and Spiteri, Landmark 
for example, now supports a buiding product developed by 
Cureija’s father: 

As for the so called work-place discussions on team issues, 
Grezos explains, “ The only two players that work with me / 
now (in the office) are Joe Spiteri and young Nick, who 
‘was injured in the Richmond game, We haven't got time 
to scratch our bottoms to be honest with you, We've got so 
much work happening, But nevertheless, we love om 
and might discuss a few things, but that should hate no ef- 
fect on the games,” He dismisses such claims by Katsakis 
‘as “a poor excuse.” 

Grezos now has the bit between his teeth, and goes on 
the attack with his own opinions as to Kingston’s slump 
in form. " In my opinion, we've got to be responsible for 
our actions, Any coach has got to make sure he maintains 
a happy squad. If players are not happy, not getting games 
or whatever, you're not gonnna keep these players.” Grezos 
is referring to the squad players, and the lack of depth on 
the bench, 

“Why did we have to lose Papadopoulos? Why did we have 
to lose Zoric? What happened to all these players? Maybe 
we should ask the question, why didn’t a lot of these players 
‘want to stay with George... guarantee you, if the transfer 
was still offen today, there’s a possibility we could’ve lost 
Cureija, Dilorio, I dunno.” 

If Grezos is right, and Katsakis did have trouble keeping his 
whole squad happy, especially after targeting and recruiting 
such a high number of high profile players to the club, then 
it’s tempting to think of this whole episode as a cautionary 
tale of hubris, 

And if this was such a tale, which role did Katakis play? 
‘Was he Daedalus or Icarus....From his public statements, 
it would seem he was Daedalus, the voice of caution 
and moderation, warning about trying to fly too high too 
soon.....irging the middle course 

“think maybe they hurried the process, by not trying to 
consolidate, To try and do a treble or three in a row. ‘To me 
that was the wrong approacit? Something that T spoke to 
Grezos earlier in the season. I said to him, * I feel we're 
going about it in the wrong way. But at the end of the day, 
‘you pay the money and if that’s what you want, You want 
success instantly, we'll give it our best shot, and I thought 
we were doing tha 
Privately however Katsakis, may have been fuelled by his 
‘own success coaching Kingston in the State Leagues, and 
looking for ultimate glory in the Premier at the end of the 
year. If it’s true, as Grezos claims, that Katsakis’s imme- 
diate response on the phone to Grezos sacking him, were 
words to the, effect, “What you're trying to do Grezos, is 
you want to resign-me from my position and appoint anoth- 
er coach to take the glory,” then Katsakis certainly qualifies 
for the Icarus role. 

Grez0s too is still hoping, “ I hope things work with us now. 
Thope the boys get the spirit back. If they get the spirit 
back, and we can win these games, we'll be happy, but 
I'll also be very much disappointed for George. Because I 
vas really looking forward to winning this Championship 
with George, to hold the Premier League Cup, after doing 
three years on the road together, I have a lot of feelings for 
George. He'll never stop being my'friend, but in busifiess 
you've got to make the commercial decision and today’s 
soccer is a busines E 
‘Who knows, perhaps in years to come, when this episode is 
consigned to the dusty archives af history, the two former 
associates may find themselves sitting once again at the 
same table over a backgammon board, sipping their Greek 
coffees as they did in the years before their Kingston asso- 
ciation. You can imagine what-sort of game it would be. A 
friendly but competitive game, with both men enthusiasti- 
cally slapping their pieces on the board.
